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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

For example: 

Claim 17 is indefinite because it is depended upon itself. Clarification is required. 
Claim 16 does not refer to a preceding claim. Note that claim 16 is depended on 
claim 17. Clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 9, 11-12-13, 19, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Mankovitz. 

Mankovitz discloses a video recording/reproducing apparatus that shows all the 
limitations recited in claim 1 , including the feature associating each of a plurality of 
separately identifiable video data with one or more identities (See the movie guide 
shown in Mankovitz's Figure 9), the feature of providing at least one substrate having at 
least one selection data printed thereon, the at least one selection data associated with 
or encoding at least one identity (See the capability of displaying the program guide as 
shown in Mankovitz's Figure 8, step 3743), the feature of selecting at least one 
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selection data of the at least one substrate with a selection device contained in a video 
player body, the selection device being positioned in the video player body so as to 
perform the selection (See Mankovitz's Figure 1, components 32, and 3), and the 
feature of downloading the video data identified to the selection device to the video 
player as specified in the present claim 9. (See Mankovitz's column 10, lines 40-44). 

With regard to claim 1 1 , the feature of the selection data including machine- 
readable codes as specified thereof is present in the cited reference of Mankovitz. (See 
Mankovitz's pluscode shown in Figure 7). 

With regard to claim 12, the feature of playing the video data as specified thereof 
is present in the cited reference of Mankovitz. (See Mankovitz's Figure 8, step 3760). 

With regard to claim 1 3, the feature of storing the video data in the memory of the 
selection device as specified thereof is present in Mankovitz. (See the capability of 
recording the video program as shown in Mankovitz's Figure 8, step 3761). 

With regard to claim 19, the feature of the substrate having visible data 
associated with at least one selection data as specified thereof is present in Mankovitz. 
(See the capability of displaying the program guide on the display means as shown in 
Mankovitz). 

4. Claims 10, 14-15, 18, are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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5. Claims 16-17 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 1 -8 contain allowable subject matter over the prior art of record.
